¶ Ind excepted and foꝛpꝛyſed oute of this pardone all accomptes, and all 
actions, ſuites, and impetitions foz the ſame accomptes # arrerages of ac⸗ 
comptes, and fo: the ſayd dettes oꝛ any of them hereby excepted a fo2p2iſed, 
All homages and relieffes, all wylfull eſcapes, as well of coutctes as other 
dettes, whiche were due to the moſte noble kynge of famous memone kyng 
Denry the, vii. oz to any perſon 02 perſons, to his vſe by any condemnation, 
tecogniſance, obligation, oʒ other wyſe.

F Oz as moche as aſſiſes whiche haue ben thought the molt ſpedy remedy 
be nowe by occaſion of pledyng of many batres to mopties, and parties 
of the landes put in biewe and playnt, greately delayed foz difficulties and 
diuiſion of pieding, And one cauſe therof is, bicauſe the plaintifes in the aſ⸗ 
ſiſe in ſuche plees,to moities, and parties,can not by the laweabzydge they?

As alſo the legacies and beque- 
ſtes made by the teſtatour to his wyke chyldzen, and foꝛ other charytable de 
des to be done foꝛ the welth of the ſoule of the ſame teſtatout. that made the 
ſame teſtament, hath ben alſo vnperfourmed,as well to the extreme myſcry 
of the wyke and chyldꝛen of the ſayd teſtatour, as alſo to the lette of perfour 
maunce dt other charitable dedes foz the welth of the ſoule of the ſayd teſta 
tout, to the diſpleaſure of almyghty god, Foz the remedy wherof, Be it en⸗ 
acted oꝛdeyned and eſtablyſhed by the auctoutte of this pꝛelent parliament. 
that where patte of the executours named in any ſuche teſtament of any lu⸗ 
che perſon fo makynge oꝛ declarynge any ſuch wyl of any landes, tenemen⸗ 
tes, 02 other hereditamentes, to be ſolde by his executours, after the deathe 
of any ſuche teſtatour, do refuſe ta take vpon hym oꝛ them the adminiſtratt⸗ 
on and charge of the ſame teſtamente and laſte wpll, wherin they be loo na⸗ 
med to be executours, and the teſydue of the ſame executours do accepte & 
take vppon thein the cure and charge of the lame teſtamente and laſte wyl: 
that than all bargaynes and ſales of ſuch landes, tenementes, oz other he⸗ 
teditamentes, ſo wylled to be ſolde by the executours of any ſuch teſtatour, 
as well heretofoze made, as hereafter to be made by hym oz thepm, onelye 
of the ſayde executours that ſoo dothe accepte, oꝛ that here tofoze hathe 
accepted and taken vppon hym oz theym any ſuche cure oz charge of 
admpyniſtration of any ſuche wpll oz teſtamente, ſhall be as good and as 
effectuall in the lawe, as if all the reſidue of the ſame erecutours, named in 
the layde teſtamente, ſo refuſpnge the adminiſtration of the ſame teſtament, 
hadde ioyned with hym oz theym in the makynge of the bargayne and ſale 
of ſuche landes, tenementes, oz other heredytamentes ſoo wylled to be ſold 
by theyꝛ executours of any ſuche teſtatour, whiche heretofo:e hathe made 
oz declared, oz that hereafter ſhall make oꝛ declare any ſuche wyll of any ſu⸗

¶ Pꝛouided alway that this acte ſhall nat extende to gyue power oꝛ aucto⸗ 
ritie to any executout o2 executours at any tyme heratter to bargatine oꝛ put 
to ſale any landes, tenementes, oꝛ hereditamentes, by vertue and auctozitie 
of any wyll oz teſtament heretofoꝛe made, otherwyſe than they might do by 
the coutſe of the common lawe afoze the makynge of this acte.

of teſtamentes, and fo; the acquitaunces by the (ayde oꝛdinaties to be made 
concernpnge the lame, the ſayde noble kynge in the ſame parlyament open⸗ 
ly charged and commaunded the archebyſhoppe of Caunturbery, and the 
other byſhoppes foz that tyme beynge. that amendemente therof ſhoulde be 
hadde. Ind ik none amendement were therof hadde it was by the auctozitie 
of the ſame parlyament accozded, that the kyng ſhyld thcrof make inquery 
by his iuſtices of ſuche oppꝛeſſion and ertoztions. And that the ſame iuſti⸗ 
ces ſhuld here and determyne them as well at the ſute ol thekyng as of the 
partie, as of olde tyme hath bene vſed, as by the ſame ſtatnte playnly appe⸗ 
reth.

And the other beynge 
made in the yere of the reygne ok out dereſt father of noble memozye, Hen» 
ty the. vii. late kynge of this our realme, and in the. rut, and. xv. pere of 
oute reigne. concernynge the ſtraungers artificers and handy craktes men, 
bozne out of our obeyſaunce, vſpnge and exerciſynge handy craftes within 
this our realme of Englande, as well foz the reſtraynynge of the exceſſiue 
numbze and vnreaſonable behauour of the ſame ſtrangers artificers bozne 
out of our obeyſaunce, whiche by continuall reſozte and repapꝛe in to this 
our ſayde realme, dayly increaſed, to the great detriment of ous owne natu⸗ 
tall ſubiectes, artificers of the ſame handy crattes and myſterids.

wherby they haue not onely conueyed and hydde all they: vnlauful, vntrue. 
ſubtill, and diſceytfull wares, which they vntruly, ſubtilly, vnſubſtancially 
and diſceyptkully haue made, and daplye make, and vtter to out ſubiectes, 
at exceſſiue and vnreaſonable pzices, to the great detriment and damages 
of out ſayde ſubiectes, but alſo theyz ſeruauntcs and pzentiſes, they haue 
hyd from the knowlege of the ſayde wardeyns, whan any ſuche ſerche hath 
hapned to be made, and lo they defraude the ſame good and honoꝛable eſta⸗ 
tute and acte. So that therof no laufull punyſſhement coulde, can, mighte 
oꝛ maye enſue, accozdinge to the tenure, purpozte, and effecte of the ſayde 
ſtatute, but chey contempne;diſpiſe;and ſet atnaught the ſame, wherby and 
by the other vnlaufull meanes afozeſayde, and others, as ſubtylly ſendyng

All ſuche wolles and 
kelles. whiche any of the ſayde citiſens inhabyted in our ſayde citie, and be⸗ 
ing free therof by theyz keatouts and policies oz marchandyſe oz otherwyſe, 
may lavfylly attayne and come bp, of the ſayd bzede, fallynge, growynge, 
and increaſynge, within the lymittes and places of Houdenſhite. Marches 
lande, the honour of Pounfret, Otley , the fozeſte of Knareſburghe, Nyche⸗ 
moundſhyze, Cleffand, the fozcſt of Gautres, Blackemoze, and Yozkeſwold 
o in any of them in ont ſaid countie of Yozke, without any daunger,peyne, 
trouble, oꝛ damage of anp of the ſayde citiſens they heyꝛes oz ſucceſſours, 
oz loſſe cealute oz fozfapture of any of the ſayd wolles 62 felles, oʒ any of the

Sp⸗ 
then the whiche letters patentes, theſayde citie is thereby nothynge helped 
ne encreaſed accozdynge to the ſayd ſurmyſe, noꝛ the comminaltie therof in 
any thynge therby encreaſed oꝛ auanced, but ſuche pꝛofite as dyd growe by 
teaſon of the layd letters patentes, came to the handes of.tit.o2.tiit.perſons 
there onely, contrary to the intent and meanynge of oute ſayde ſoucraygne

ges courtes: In whiche action oz ſute no pꝛotection o2 eſſoyne ſhulde be a⸗ 
lowed, no: the offendour admitted to wage his la we, as by the ſayd act ther 
of made moze plainely appereth, whiche acre was made to endure vnto the 
nerte parliament, whezby it is nowe expyʒed. 
¶ Jn conſideration wherof, and foz as moche as theſame acte is a good ⁊ 
aneccſſarpe acte fo2 the trewe makyng of wozſtedes, ſaycs, and ſtamins, 
very commodious and pzofitable fo: the encreaſe of the ſayd townes of Yer 
mouth and Lynne. Be it therfoze enacted by the kynge our ſoucraine lozde, 
and the loꝛdes ſpirituall and tempozall, and the commons in this pꝛeſente 
parlyament aſſembled, that the ſame acte and cuery article, ſentence, and 
pꝛouiſion therin conteincd,from the fitſte day of this pzcſent patliament.be 
and ſtande in full ſtrength, vertue, and effecte, and to endure vnto the laſte 
ende of the nexte parlyamente, any thinge in the lame acte contepned to the 
contrary not withltandynge. 
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
